'■ single family homes. R/Det's observed a Black 4-c!oor Chevy Impala, ^^^^^^^^^facing W/B in front of 310 W. 115th St. Said 

: Chevy had front end damage, j 

A short distance to the west of the Chevy was a Blue Ford Explorer, Said vehicle was also facing West Bound but | 

I at approximately a 45 degree angle toward the North Curb of 115th St. Both Vehicles were observed to be unmarked CPD 1 

Vehicles. |

' R/Det's observed a Beige Lincoln Aviator, tsst on the south sidewalk at 321 W. 115th St. Said vehicle was 

:: facing W/B. Said vehicles driver’s door glass was broken and bent over. The broken glass was held together by apparent window 
■ tint film. R/Det's also observed drivers side glass to have an apparent bullet hole in the lower middle portion of the window. 

i R/Det interviewed at scene P/0 DERCOLA. who introduced himself as one of the four police officers that was involved in the 
aggravated assault that lead to the offender being shot by the police. 

i; P.O. DERCOLA staled that he was working Bf. 6724 (G) plain clothes in an unmarked Chevy Impala vehicle with his partner, P.O. 

; WHIGHAM. DERCOLA related that he and his partner received information from Bt. 6724 (E) and (B), that a Lincoln aviator was 
/ conducting hand to hand drug transactions. 

P.O. DERCOLA related that he and his partner were familiar with the vehicle and curbed it at 310 W. 115th St. The driver was the 
i sole occupant and refused any of the officer's verbal commands to turn the vehicles engine off and exit from the vehicle. After 
:: several attempts to exit driver from vehicle Bt. 6724 (E) and (B) pulled in front of stopped vehicle and approached from the front 
,: driver's side of stopped vehicle, 

: At this time P.O. WHIGHAM was in the rear of Stopped vehicle. The other three officers were on the driver side of vehicle 
attempting to get driver to exit the vehicle. Without warning the driver shifted the vehicle into reverse and accelerated causing 
i WHIGHAM to jump out of the way for his safety. The Lincoln crashed into the front end of the unmarked Impala causing obvious 
damage.

i' -X The driver then shifted the Lincoln into drive and lunged the vehicle forward causing P.O. DERCOLA to jump out of the way. As i 

, ,, P,0. DERCOLA was jumping out of the way he heard multiple shots coming from Bt. 6724 (B) and (E). P.O. DERCOLA observed [ 

I . the Lincoln crash and come to a rest on the sidewalk at 321 W. 115th St. 

R/Det's interviewed P.O. MATHEOS who related that he was working Bt. 6724 (E) plain clothes, in an unmarked Blue Ford 
Explorer with his partner P.O. GAETA. P.O. MATHEOS stated that he and his partner observed the offender, GOLATTE exit his 
residence and enter his vehicle. An unknown male Black individual approach GOLATTE'S vehicle and engage in a hand to hand 
exchange of unknown objects between GOLATTE and the unknown individual. 

GOLATTE then turns his vehicle around S/B on Lafayette and then approaches 116th Street and drives W/B on 116th Street. At 
approximately 116th and Perry GOLATTE Stopped his vehicle and another unknown individual approaches and enters 
GOLATTE'S vehicle. Both subject proceed in vehicle to 116th and LaSalle and the second unknown individual exits GOLATTES 
vehicle, 

P.O. MATHEOS relates the narcotics information regarding GOLATTES Lincoln to Bt. 6724 (G) and (I), P.O. DERCOLA and P.O. 
WHIGHAM. When MATHEOS observed Bt. 6724 (G) and (I) curb vehicle they stayed about a half block back to remain covert but 
to assist if necessary. 

- After a short time MATHEOS observed that the stop was not going well and pulled his unmarked Blue Explorer in front of the 
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'' stopped Lincoln. MATHEOS and his partner approached the stopped vehicle. MATHEOS observed his partner holding onto the 
-I partially roiled down window of the drivers door window and asking driver to shut off the vehicles engine. 

At this time MATHEOS hears the driver yell "fuck" and hears the tires of the Lincoln screeching in reverse as the Lincoln slams into 
the unmarked Chevy Impala. MATHEOS hears crunching metal and does not see the officer he knew to be behind the Lincoln. The 
Lincoln then screeched its tires as it came forward and swerved toward the officers in the street. At this time MATHEOS fired his 
hand gun twice at the driver of the Lincoln. 

MATHEOS observed the Lincoln to cross the street and jump the sidewalk and come to a stop. The driver exited the vehicle 
screaming that he had been shot. At this time MATHEOS called in shots fired by police and for an ambulance for the offender. 

R/Det's interviewed P.O. GAETA who related that as he was talking to the driver of the stopped Lincoln asking him to turn the 
vehicle off. The driver refused to comply. GAETA heard the driver say "fuck you ail". GAETA was holding onto the partially opened 
driver's door window. GAETA felt the glass breaking as the vehicle went into reverse. GAETA heard the tires screeching and saw 
P.O. WHIGHAM jumping out of the way as the Lincoln crashes info the unmarked Chevy. The driver then put the car in drive and 
the vehicles tires were screeching as the driver turned the vehicle toward the other three officers in the street. At this time GAETA 
fired his hand gun three times in the direction of the driver. 

GAETA observed the Lincoln come to a stop on the sidewalk across the street. GAETA approached and handcuffed the offender 
after he exited his vehicle. 

The offender was transported to Christ Hospital via CFO Amb # 72. The offender sustained one GSW to left lower flank (lodged) 

Oet. I. LAMBERT interviewed the offender at Christ Hospital. This interview should be considered in essence and not verbatim. 

Det. LAMBERT read GOLATTE his Constitutional rights per Miranda at 1555 hours in E.R. room #5. Also present was P.O. J. 
GOODWIN #10643, Bt. 6724A. 

GOLATTE related that he was driving W/B on 115th street toward Halsted. Pulled over and officers asked for license and 
insurance. Gave them both then asked what the problem was. Then officer said to step out of the car. Asked what did I do. 

Informed officers I'm a C.l. for four years working with C.P.D. team from 111th St. Worked yesterday and was supposed to work 
today but caseworker came over regarding kids. 

GOLATTE used his cell phone to call Kathy who is the Sgt. Who runs the team. 

Officer told GOLATTE to get out of the car, GOLATTE told the officer no because he didn?t do anything wrong. GOLATTE related 
that the officer said he would break the fucking window if he didn?t get out of the car immediately. 

GOLATTE informed the officer that he had someone on (he phone that the officer could talk to. GOLATTE related that the officer 
said he didn?t give a fuck who GOLATTE was talking to. 

GOLATTE stated that Kathy asked him what he did. GOLLATE slated that he didn?t do anything. At this time Kathy asked to talk 
to one of the officers. One of the officers said he didn?t want to talk to no fucking body. At this time GOLATTE observed the 
officers guns were pointed at him. One of the officers busted his car window and GOLATTE stated that he took off because he 
didn?t do anything. 

GOLATTE was asked by Det. LAMBERT if he saw the police car in front of him, GOLATTE replied that he did. Det. LAMBERT 
asked GOLATTE if he knew the guys were the police, GOLATTE replied that he did. 

I , GOLATTE further related that one of the officers jumped out of their car and said GOLATTES drivers license was suspended, 
GOLATTE informed the officer that it was not suspended because he was pulled over yesterday and had no problems.

■, GOLATTE also related that while he was on the phone with Kathy one of the police officers informed GOLATTE that they can do 
i whatever the fuck the want and they didn?t care who GOLATTE was. 

Oet. LAMBERT'S interview with GOLATTE was terminated. 

On 08 Feb 2015, Det. N. CIKULIN interviewed Police Officer Kathleen SCHMIDT who is assigned to the Narcotics Unit. Said 
interview was conducted teiephonicaily. This interview should be considered in essence and not verbatim. 


On 07 Feb 2015 SCHMIDT contacted GOLATTE at 0745 hours regarding work. GOLATTE called back at 1415 hours regarding 
work. At 1434 hours GOLLATE called back and stated that h^e was stopped by the police and gave his driv ers l icen s e to the police. 
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: GOLATTE stated that they wanted him to get out of the car. At this time P.O. SCHMIDT tells him to get out of the car. GOLATTE 
f.; replies that he doesn?t know why he has to get out of the car. 

P.O. SCHMIDT heard a scuffle and then hears a voice say get out of car then heard GOLATTE say "no I'm not getting out of car". 

P.O. SCHMIDT related that she didn?t hear gun shots. The next thing she heard was heavy breathing, grunting then hears 
GOLATTE say you shot me, you shot me. 

P.O. SCHMIDT then hears something about Lafayette, hears GOLATTE say something about you can't go by my house. Then 
hears sirens then hears moaning. 

P.O. SCHMIDT related that she attempted to call her supervisor who was on the medical. 

P.O. SCHMIDT stated that she was going to contact someone later tonight at V.R.Ii 

On 08 Feb 2015 Det. CARLASSARE and Det. CIKULIN accompanied ASA Eric BARASHiAN from C.C.S.A. felony review unit to 
Christ Hospital to interview the offender, GOLATTE.
